Publications 


Statistics Canada responsibilities in the 
Canadian statistical system concern the 
whole range of statistics on economic and 
social activities in Canada. The number of 
subjects dealt with is therefore quite large. 
Publications are grouped by subject areas, 
and include the statistical information for 
each area which is most commonly used. 
It is obviously impossible to publish com- 
pilations which will serve every purpose or 
need. Therefore, users should keep in 
mind that a considerable volume of un- 
published information is available from 
Statistics Canada on request. 


Data Files and Unpublished In- 
formation 


In addition to providing regular in- 
formation on the publications program, 
this Catalogue contains a section on data 
files and unpublished information. The 
descriptions provided are in _ sufficient 
detail in most cases for the placing of 
orders. Included with the description for 
each subject area is the title of the officer 
or the name of the section to contact 
for further information. If in doubt, 
you should contact the Central Inquiries 
Service, Statistics Canada, telephone 
992-2959, or 992-4734, area code 613. 
Like all information from Statistics 
Canada, data files are subject to the 
clauses of the Statistics Act which protect 
organizations and persons from individual 
disclosure.

Local Access to Data 


Statistics Canada has a Central In- 
quiries Service which operates as a central 
focal point to deal with inquiries from the 
general public. This group of specialists is 


thoroughly conversant with the variety of 
information available throughout the 
bureau and is also knowledgeable about 
other sources of information in the federal 
and provincial governments as well as 
private organizations. The group can be 
reached by writing to Statistics Canada, 
Ottawa KIAOT6, or by telephoning 
(613) 992-4734 or 992-2959. The latter 
telephone is equipped to record requests 
ona 24 hours a day basis. 


Also, Regional Advisors are located 
in Statistics Canada Regional Offices across 
Canada. These people have backgrounds 
in business and government, and will 
suggest ways to solve problems using 
Statistics Canada data. Addresses and 
Telephone numbers of these officers 
and their support staffs are listed on 
page 3. 


Statistics Canada publications are also 
generally available for reference in li- 
braries, including the National Library, 
provincial legislative libraries, major public 
libraries and university libraries. Libraries 
making available all publications are listed 
on page 8. 


How to Use this Catalogue 


For the seasoned user of Statistics 
Canada information, the Table of Contents 
beginning on page 4 will lead him to the 
statistics he wants. For the non-expert 
however, the title, subject, and com- 
modity index beginning on page 185 will 
usually be helpful. It contains several 
thousand entries arranged in alphabetical 
order and is cross-referenced to show the 
several publications (if such is the case) in 
which information on a given subject may 
be found. 


Concerning the catalogue numbering 
system, it will help to know that: 


(1) the first digit of the number indicates 
the major group (manufacturing, trans- 
portation, etc.); 


(2) the second digit indicates the sub- 
group of the major group; for example, 
under manufacturing, textiles and 
apparel, wood products; 


(3) the third digit indicates the frequency 
of publication, such as occasional, an- 
nual or more than once a year; 


(4) the fourth and fifth digits are per- 
manent numbers for each publication. 


How to Order Publications 


When ordering Statistics Canada publi- 
cations please keep in mind the following 
points: 


(1) Send your order to Publications Dis-

(2) Please quote the Catalogue number as 
well as the publication title when 
ordering. 


(3) Please enclose payment with your 
order. Cheques or money orders should 
be made payable to the Receiver 
General for Canada. 


(4) You can order the Full Publication 
Service and receive all Statistics 
Canada publications automatically as 
soon as they are released. The current 
cost is $840 per year for the service to 


locations in Canada and $1,008 for the 
service to locations elsewhere. An addi- 
tional charge is levied if air mail 
delivery is requested. 


This does not include Census publica- 
tions which are priced at $300 for the 
1971 series on population, agriculture, 
households and families, and the labour 
force. It should be noted that prices of in- 
dividual publications are subject to change 
without notice. 


(5) If you find it more convenient, Statis- 
tics Canada publications may also be 
ordered from Information Canada 
bookstores in Halifax, Montreal, 
Ottawa, Toronto, Winnipeg, Vancouver 
listed on page 2.

3: MANUFACTURING 


Description of Reports 


Publications listed under ‘“‘Manu- 
facturing” relate to Division 5 of the 
Standard Industrial Classification. 

These publications consist of a large 
number of reports, some of which pro- 
vide summarized and analytical informa- 
tion for manufacturing as a whole and 
others which provide detailed informa- 
tion on individual manufacturing indus- 
tries or on various commodities. 

Although titles of the various re- 
ports are broadly indicative of the 
subject matter covered, explanatory 
notes have been included under title 
headings where necessary. Such notes are 
generally restricted to reports dealing 
with the manufacturing industries as a 
whole (sub-group 31) and to those publi- 
cations dealing with commodities. The 
reports on individual industries are gen- 
erally similar to each other in character 
and include such principal statistics as: 
number of establishments, number and 
type of employees and their salaries and 
wages, cost of fuel and electricity, value 
of shipments of goods of own manu- 
facture, and value added. Comparative 
statistics are given for Canada for earlier 
years and for the preceding year for 
provinces. Also shown are the value and, 
where applicable, quantities of major 
products shipped and purchased mate- 
rials used by establishments classified to 
the industry. Some reports also show 
total manufacturers’ shipments of rele- 
vant commodities without regard to 
industry of origin, but this is given 
comprehensively for all commodities in 


an annual report on products shipped by 
Canadian manufacturers. 


Primarily due to the fact that 
annual surveys cannot be initiated until 
the end of the calendar year and to the 
time required to collect, edit and com- 
pile extensive data, most annual industry 
reports are not available until a year or 
more after the end of the year of survey. 
However, two-page preliminary bulletins 
providing data on shipments of goods of 
own manufacture and on principal statis- 
tics by province are issued to subscribers 
as soon as the statistics on individual 
industries are compiled, expediting their 
availability to users considerably. Other 
preliminary bulletins are also published 
relating to manufacturing as a whole. 


In addition there are a large number 
of publications which are published 
more frequently than once a year and 
which contain current information on 
commodities (generally shipments, pro- 
duction or consumption). Although not 
exactly suitable to industry analyses, 
except in the case of one-industry com- 
modities, they have proven to be most 
useful in commodity analyses. 


Current estimates of the value of 
shipments, inventories and orders for 
manufacturing industries in total, 
numerous sub-aggregations and selected 
industries are issued monthly. They are 
based on a sample survey of establish- 
ments representing about 75% of the 
shipments, determined from the Census 
of Manufactures.

1971 CENSUS PUBLICATIONS 


Final results of Canada’s Eleventh 
Decennial Census of 1971 are being 
issued in a variety of formats. These are 
described in the following paragraphs. 


Published Reports 


This catalogue presents a listing of 
the final results that are to be published 
in the form of hard copy reports. There 
are four main series as follows: 


(1) Advance Series: These reports pro- 
vide summary information on speci- 
fied topics for which there is wide- 
spread demand and are published 
earlier than the regular series of 
volume reports. 


(2) Volume Series: Reports in this series 
represent the main statistical results 
of the 1971 Census and are prepared 
in such a way that the user can 
combine the contents to form the 
subject-matter of each volume of the 
1971 Census. Hard-cover binders 
suitably titled are supplied to those 
ordering at one time the complete set 
of reports for any given volume part. 


(3) Census Tract Series: Basic population 
and housing data are being issued for 
each of the large cities (or metro- 
politan areas) according to census 
tracts (i.e., small areas of approxi- 
mate uniformity in population size 
and composition). 


(4) Special Series: This series contains 
some basic materials not included in 
the regular Volume Series and which 
relate to more specialized subject 
classifications or provide more de- 
tailed areal classifications of basic 
distribution of population data. 


Publication Dates of Reports 


Problems arising from such factors as 
the availability of tabulations, printing 


priorities, etc., affect the expected publi- 
cation dates of given reports.

Computer Print-outs 
and Microfilm 


In addition to the tabular results 
released in the form of reports or bul- 
letins, a large number of tables will be 
produced in the form of computer 
print-outs. These tabulations are micro- 
filmed and their contents can be made 
available as photocopies or on microfilm, 
subject to confidentiality constraints. 
Data in these formats are individually 
prepared on request and a charge to 
cover the cost of reproduction is made. 


Microfilm of the foregoing tabula- 
tions are on 16-millimeter film with 
comic orientation and are supplied in 
conventional 100-foot rolls (1,500-2,500 
images). Film is available in diazo or 
silver copy form. 


In most cases, more than one tabula- 
tion will be found on an individual roll 
of microfilm. However, only complete 
rolls are supplied. Cartridge loading, if 
required, splicing, etc. are the customer’s 
responsibility. 


Maps and Geographic 
Reference Materials 


Large scale maps depicting the 
boundaries of the 1971 Census enumera- 
tion areas and other statistical areas can 
be purchased. These include an urban 
map series, a rural map series and a 
census tract map _ series showing 
enumeration areas (i.e. the territory 
covered by each enumerator in taking 
the census). In addition, various small 
scale maps are available depicting census 
divisions and other statistical areas. Maps 
from the 1971 Census are also available 
on 35-millimeter microfilm. A detailed 
list of the reference maps indicating 
scales, dimensions and costs can be 
obtained by requesting “Availability of 
Reference Maps 1971, Census Field’’. 


Official Lists, identifying the com- 
position of administrative and statistical 
areas (i.e. counties, cities, towns, villages, 
municipalities, census tracts, metro- 
politan areas and census agglomerations) 
in terms of the component enumeration 
areas and census codes, are available at 
cost. 


Street Indexes providing the link 
between civic addresses and enumeration 
areas (and census tracts where they 
exist) were compiled for 59 centres in 
the year preceding the 1971 Census and 
are available in published form and on 
magnetic tape. Indexes for 37 of the 
largest centres have been updated as of 
June 1, 1971 and are available at nomi- 
nal cost in the form of computer print- 
outs and also on computer tape. 


An area master file describes the 
street network and other physical fea- 
tures as defined by means of geographic 
co-ordinates within a designated area. 
Presently there are 16 census metro- 
politan areas for which this file is avail- 
able. 


Other general reference materials 
available include Enumeration Area and 
Census Tract Descriptions, Changes in 
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Municipal Boundaries, Census Tract and 
Enumeration Area Correspondence 
Tables. 


User Summary Tapes 


A large number of tables will be 
produced and distributed on computer 
tape. The tapes contain tabulated data 
(not individual census records) and 
usually have more detail than is provided 
in printed reports. The summary tapes 
allow users to aggregate the tabulations 
either on a geographic basis or by com- 
bining data cells. They are available for a 
variety of geographic areas including 
enumeration areas, census tracts and 
municipalities. 


The tape files are organized to pro- 
vide Canada-wide coverage for a particu- 
lar geographic level. Separate tape series 
will be produced for the short form 
(100% coverage) questions, the long 
form (1/3 sample) questions, and for 
the census of agriculture. 


In addition to tapes containing tabu- 
lated information from the census ques- 
tions, several tapes containing supple- 
mentary geographic data are available. 
The most commonly used are the 
Geography Tape and the Statistical Area 
Boundary File (CARTLIB). The former 
contains the complete geographic codes 
for all enumeration areas and the latter 
contains a machine-readable base map 
(geographic boundaries) for computer 
mapping of census tracts and census 
divisions. 


Special Tabulations 


In so far as_ confidentiality 
constraints permit, Statistics Canada will 
produce for users, at cost, special com- 
puter tabulations not included in the 
main programme. In most cases, these 
special tabulations will be produced 
using the newly developed Geographi- 
cally Referenced Data Storage and 


Retrieval System (GRDSR) commonly 
known as Geocoding. In cases where 
these systems can be applied, both time 
and cost factors are reduced _ sub- 
stantially. The GRDSR system is de- 
signed to provide flexibility in cross- 
tabulation and specification of the 
geographical areas (i.e., user defined 
areas) for which special tabulations are 
to be produced. 


Special tabulations can be produced in 
hard copy (print-out) form, microfilm, or 
on magnetic tape. Cost estimates will be 
provided upon submission of the tabula- 
tion specifications. Users desiring special 
tabulations are requested to be as precise 
as possible in describing their require- 
ments. Essential specifications are: the 
exact variables or characteristics re- 
quired; the set of responses or categories 
to be reported for each characteristic; 
and the specific geographic units for 
which data are to be tabulated. An 
illustration of the desired table layout 
and acceptable alternatives for any of 
the above will facilitate processing of 
requests. Turn-around time for such re- 
quests will depend upon the complexity 
of the tables and availability of com- 
puter resources. Contracts and _pre- 
payment or deposits may be required for 
large orders.

PART Il 


Data Files and Unpublished Information 


Part II of this Catalogue consists of 
two main elements, data files and infor- 
mation apart from data files which is 
generally described as unpublished infor- 
mation. This latter is information which 
may be useful to a limited number of in- 
dividuals or organizations, but which is 
not published because the interest in it is 
not considered to be sufficiently broad. 


Data files include summary tapes, 
punch card decks and micro data files. 
These latter are files of individual survey 
records which have been stripped of any 
information tending to identify the indi- 
vidual, family, household, etc., to which 
the record relates. 


Unpublished information includes 
special tabulations, copies of special 
statements, computer print-outs, and so 
on. Some unpublished non-statistical in- 
formation, technical papers and maps 
such as census maps are also available. 


Like all information issued by Statis- 
tics Canada, however, data files and 
unpublished information are subject to 
the limitations of the Statistics Act 
which prevents the disclosure of in- 
formation tending to identify individual 
persons or companies. 


In instances where a request for un- 
published information or a data file can 
be met without a considerable amount 
of time and effort, there is no charge. In 
some cases where the work to be done is 
substantial, a charge may be made. In 
still other cases a standard charge is 
made. Where charges are not specified in 
this Catalogue an estimate of cost will 
be provided before the work is under- 
taken. 


Some of the classifications in use in 
the bureau can be made available in 
machine-readable form. Those interested 


in acquiring such material should apply 
in the first instance, to the Standards 
Division, Statistics Canada, Ottawa K1A 
OT6.

Input-Output Tables 


Input Output Tables for the years 
1961-66 have been completed. Small 
level aggregation was published in the 
February, 1975 edition of the Cana- 
dian Statistical Review. Medium level 
aggregation is under preparation for 
release in the spring of 1975. Work is 
underway on the compilation of annual 
tables for the years 1967 to 1971. A 
feature of the Input-Output Tables for 
the 1970’s will be a greatly expanded 
number of commodities (more than 
1,500); the number of industries will 
accord, in most cases, with the 4-<digit 
level in the 1970 Standard Industrial 
Classification (SIC). For historical con- 
tinuity, a concordance has been prepared 
between the input-output commodity 
classification and the principal com- 
modity classification as well as between 
the Input-Output industry classification, 
the 1960 SIC and the 1970 SIC. 


There is also work underway to 
prepare constant price Input-Output 
Tables, initially for the 1961-66 period. 
This will have an impact on current 
price results, and thus some current 
price results might be revised after the 
constant price equivalents have been 
analysed. It is planned to have the 
current price tables for the years 1967- 
71 completed by mid-1976, with the 
constant price results to follow by the 
end of the year.

This combined Title, Subject and Commodity Index has been designed to help users 
locate the required publications. It contains numerous cross-references. Numerical 
references are to catalogue numbers of the publications for which further descriptive 
information is provided in the main part of this catalogue. All main words in titles 
are capitalized. 


While this index contains several thousand references to subject and commodity data, 
not all subjects and commodities covered in Statistics Canada publications are listed. 
Excluded are the commodities covered in export and import statistics, which are 
adequately indexed in Volume III of the Export and Import Commodity Classifications 
(Catalogues 12-523 and 12-526). 


Again, the publication ‘Products Shipped by Canadian Manufacturers” (Catalogue 
31-211) contains a detailed alphabetical list of commodities manufactured in 
Canada, showing value and amount of production for the year covered. No reference 
is made to the publication in the index, except where the production statistics are not 
Shown in any other publication. However, users may assume that manufactured 
commodities entered as appearing in other reports also appear in Catalogue 31-211 


In the case of other omissions, the entries for related items often afford a clue to 
where information, if available, may be found. Lastly, the coverage is increasing and 
those who cannot locate what they seek should send an inquiry to the Central Inquiries
